manded us moſt Expreſly to Notify to your Magnificences and Lord{hips, that if

S, f by His Majeſty ; That 
His Majeſty would Regard {uch Proceedings as an Afront to His Royal Authori- 
ty, and that He would not fail to Reſent it. Your Magnificences and Lordſhips 
had the Goodneſs to Anſwer us thereto by your Deputy, that you would no way 
enter into Commerce with the afore-mentioned Commiſſroners, nor Encourage them 
| inany ſort. Notwithſtanding whereof, We the Subſcribers do ſee with Diſ- 
_ pleaſure, that without any regard to the Remonſtrances made by Us in the 
' Name of His Majefty ; The Inhabitants of this City forbear not to make Conven- 
tions and Treaties with the ſaid Comrffrioners, who dare even Ere@ a Pablick-Officeto 
_ receive Subſcriptionsas appears by rhe annexed Print. Andit is not very Credi- 
ble that Strangers could {o openly Enterprize Matters of fuch Importance without 
being Supported by this Goverment : Wherefore, We make Our juſt Complaints 
thereof to Your Magnificences and Lord{hips; Beſeeching you 1n the Name of 
the King Our Maſter to remedy in time that whichis begun, and to doitſo EffteQ- 
ually as to prevent any Conſequences it may have, capable to diſturb the Freind- 
ſhip and good Correſpondence which We would Cultivate between England 
and the. City of Hamburgh. We wait Your Magnificences and Lordſhips Aafwer 
in Writing to be tranſmutted to His Majeſty Our Maſter. And We are.
